There was a large and enthusiast! 


meeting of the Fusion party at McKla 
slck's Opera House last evening. Pres- 
ent on tbe stage were: John Sparks 
James G. Sweeney, G. F. Talbot, J 
E. Br«y, Judge Curler, H. F. Bartine

He believed there was 
need of earnest and untiring work nec- 
essary on the part of the State Su- 
perintendent to make Nevada schools 
what they should be everywhere the 
best on the coast. If elected he would 
go into the schools, country,and town, 
giving them the same energy and zeal 
he had shown In his work, here and 
elsewhere. He would work for all the 
boys and all the girls of Nevada. Mr. 
Bray gave way to Hon. H. F. Bar- 
tine.

NEVER MORE ALIVE THAN NOW 


W 


TH the Fowler Bill pending in the House and the 


Hill Nil In the Senate the declaration that "the 


Silver question IB dead" Is an insult to the intelligence of 
every man who Is at all conversant with the provisions of 
those pending measures, the enactment of either of which 
Into a law would absolutely wipe out the last vestige of 
recognition which the white metal now has in the curren- 
cy system of the Nation. 


It would not only accomplish this, but it would reduce 


silver from one of the precious, to the list of base metals, 
to be used only for mechanical purposes, and perhaps in 
the lower branches of the arts and sciences, with a nom- 
inal commercial value of fifteen or possibly twenty cents 
per ounce. The Journal has called attention to this fact 
In a number of previous articles, together with the inevit- 
able effect that such reduction would have upon the gold 
as well as what is left of the silver mining industry 
of the State. But the matter cannot be too often or too 
strongly presented to the people of Nevada, for it involves 
the question of the preservation or nearly, if not fully, the 
destruction of all mining industry within our borders. At 
the present price of silver-a little over fifty cents per 
ounce—a few of the richest of the exclusively silver mines 
are being worked at perhaps a small profit. Does anyone 
question the fact with a 75 per cent reduction in the price 
of the metal, that every one of those mines must be closed 
down? If there is a mine in the State that is being worked 
exclusively for gold, or which does not produce a greater 
or less amount of silver, we are not aware of its location. 
Neither do we know of a "gold" mine in the State, which 
without Its silver accompaniment could be worked at a 
profit to Its owners. Does any sane peison believe, under 
those conditions, with such reduction as we have mention- 
ed, that half a dozen of the minea now being operated in 
the State could be worked otherwise than at an actual loss 
to their owners? 


That the Fowler and Hill bills if successfully exploited 


would effect such reduction is admitted, and boastfully so, 
by their most ardent supporters, both in the Senate and 
In the House. That such reduction would have the effect 
upon the mining Industry of the State that we have de- 
scribed must be equally apparent to all who are at all fa- 
miliar with the character of the ores in the mines now 
being worked In the different districts in Nevada. 


Instead of the Silver question being a "dead issue" it 


was never so much alive as at the present time. There 
never was a time since the demonetization of silver in 
1873. when the blmetallists of the country should remain 
more closely united than in this year of our Lord, 1902. 
There never was a time in the history of Nevada when 
her most vital Interest was more strongly threatened than 
by the measures now pending In our National Congress. 


Nevadans, will you aid the threateners in carrying out 


their hellish design by permitting the Hanna gang, now 
"working the State," to purchase the election of a Senator 
and Congressman who will vote for the passage of either 
of these destructive measures? We do not believe you 
wit.

The mine operators of Nevada, as all American con- 


sumers of powder, are required to pay at the factor- 


tea 45 cents per pound for one kind of the article, 32 for 
another, 16 for another and for the smokeless 38 cents. 
This «ame powder Is sold by American manufacturers to 
the foreigners respectively for 37 1-2 cents, 24 3-5, 11 2-3 
and 87 2-5 per pound. Here Is a difference of 20, 30, 37 
and 87 per cent in favor of the foreigners. 


This imposition upon the home consumer is made pos- 


sible by a trust-breeding tariff, maintained by the Repub- 
lican party, whose campaign funds are derived from the 
trust*. 


Why should any American citizen, other than a trust 


magnate or Republican office holder, votewlth a party that 
!• not only responsible for this imposition, but promises to 
continue the policy that will perpetuate impositions of this 
character? And what is true of powder is true as to most 
of the articles of necessity. They are sold to the foreigner 
much cheaper than to the American consumer. Who is 
to blame? The American consumer, because he votes the 
ticket of the Republican party, -which is owned, body, sou!

Probably as much powder IB used in Nevada in propor- 


tion to the population as in any State in the Union, and

whole people are among the worst victims of their op- 
pression.

HE trusts and monopolies can well afford to spend

They receive nearly that amount every year from 
the people of this State in exorbitant prices over reason- 
able profits upon their products. 
It is stated upori Re- 


publican authority, that the trusts will expend that amount 
if necesary to elect Stewart, Hawley and Parrlngton. Upon 
their side it is undoubtedly a good business proposition 
and likewise from their moral standpoint a perfectly 
legitimate one. 
But how about the people of Nevada? 


Would half a million of dollars distributed among the
